The attack came less than 72 
hours after an Arab terrorist 
bomb went off on Jerusalem ’s 
busy Jaffa Hoad. Officials said 
today that another \ ictim of the 
blast had died, raising to 14 the 
number of Arabs and Jews 
killed m the Holy City's worst 
terrorist incident in a quarter 
century. 
The Israeli command com­ 
munique made no mention of 
that attack. Hut it said the tar­ 
gets of today’s raids were guer­

NEW YORK (AP) - Mayor 
Abraham D. Beame was ex­ 
pected to discuss with union 
leaders today the possible re- 
hiring of 19,000 fired city work­ 
ers. 
He also was to confer with 
city officials on the enactment 
of $41 million in “ nuisance” 
taxes and on a suggestion that 
municipal employes be paid in 
bonds instead of money. 
It is estimated that the taxes, 
which wuuld be levied on cur­ 
rently tax-exem pt personal 
serv ices such as dry cleaning, 
haircuts and shoeshines, would 
restore up to 4.000 dismissed 
employes to the city payroll. 
These levies would be in addi­ 
tion to $330 million in new tax­ 
ing power given the city last 
week by the state legislature in 
Albany. 
Taxes per capita are already 
higher in New York City than 
anywhere in the country. Be­ 


sides city, state and federal in­ 
come taxes, there is an 8 per 
cent sales tax of which 3 per 
cent goes to the state.

The proposed legislation he 
will send to Congress today 
would put a higher priority on 
completing the Interstate high­ 
way system and less priority on 
local routes, a White House 
source said. 
The 42.500-mile In te rsta te 
system is now 85 per cent open 
to traflic. 
The stHircc said Ford also 
wants to combine about 30 high- 
vvay grant programs into four 
broad programs 
Other sources said several 
major changes have been made 
in the proposal th.it was readied 
to r Congress in January but 
never sent. The sources said the 
changes now being proposed 
would be less far-reaching than 
the January proposals, but still 
w ould feature an increased role 
for the states. 
That proposal was delayed to 
allow the new transportation 
secretary, William T. Coleman 
J r . time to review it and rec­ 
ommend any changes he felt 
necessary. 
The January draft proposal 
included recommendations for 
diverting a large proportion of 
the taxes that now go into the 
highway trust tund, which fi­ 
nances highway construction.

I nder the January proposal, 
only one cent of the gasoline tax 
w ould go into the fund.

may need on the world market, 
or whether it may choose to get 
along on its own for a year or 
fg>. 
For example, a decision in 
1965 by Moscow 
to set am­ 
bitious livestock production 
goals has had — and will con- 
pnue to have — an important 
impact on U S grain supplies 
and prices American farmers 
get 
The livestock goal was behind 
the decision b\ Moscow to seek 
vast quantities of U.S. wheat 
and corn in the wake of Rus­ 
sia's poor 1972 crop and has 
continued to cause vibrations in 
the markets since then. 
According 
to the 
USDA 
team’s impressions, Moscow's 
new five-year plan for 1976-80 
will continue 
to stress 
in­ 
creased livestock and poultry 
production. The official plan, 
however, is not scheduled to be 
rnade public until next Febru- 
ar> 
the team said “ several de­ 
velopments are markedly im­ 
proving the potential for animal 
production in the Soviet Union” 
and include the use of large su­ 
per-farm complexes for live­ 
stock and poultry . 
- Called an “ interfarm sys- 
tem,“ it involves large live­ 
stock feeding units developed 
Cooperatively by collective 
[arms and the use of highly 


mechanized practices. 
“ Eventually, nearly all pork, 
beef, eggs and poultry’ meat 
w ill be produced in these com­ 
plexes.” the report .said “ Milk 
production, however, will prob­ 
ably continue to center on col­ 
lective farms.” 
The new development of the 
feeding complexes is similar in 
principle, at least, to the larger 
livestock 
and 
poultry 
operations which have been 
common for years in the United 
States with the advent of huge 
cattle feedlots and broiler 
chicken “ factories.” 
The report said Soviet ex­ 
perts indicated that the ideal 
size of the feeding complexes 
may range from 54.000 to 108,*' 
ooo head of hogs; 20.000 head of 
beet cattle;

Farmers who produce white 
corn expect to have 651,000 
acres for harvest this year, up 7 
per cent lrom 1974. says the 
Agriculture Department. 
White corn is used primarily 
for human food products and is 
minor when compared with the 
yellow varieties which com­ 
prise m(*t of the US. crop. For 
example, farmers will have 
more than 66 million acres of

LONDON (AP) — The Soviet 
government has sent thousands 
of additional troops plus tanks 
and fighter planes to Mongolia 
to strengthen its forces facing 
China, a British correspondent 
in Peking reported loday. 
Clare Hollmgworth of the 
Daily Telegraph said the Rus­ 
sians have added another army 
division, tanks and six or seven 
squadrons of fighter planes to 
their lorces in Mongolia and 
now have three inlantry divi­ 
sions and a strengthened tank 
regiment there.

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Competition vs. Regulation 


Economists have discovered that government 
regulation of one industry, once considered a 
relatively 
simple, 
straightforward 
problem, 
creates distortions which spread through the 
economy in ways no one is able to foresee. 
These distortions may do far more dam age 
than any immediate good achieved by the 
original regulations 
Edwin M Zimmerman, of the law firm of 
Covington and Burling, sees a growing belief 
that “even a well-motivated regulating agency 
will inevitably pursue policies inconsistent with 
consumer welfare.” 
TIIE 
PROBLEM 
is 
that 
much 
of 
the 
regulating is based on theory untested by either 
experiment or experience. Both conservative 
and liberal scholars are learning that regulation 
in all too many cases does not achieve the ends 
for which it was designed It comes to have a life 
of its own. 
Worse yet. according 
to P ennsylvania 
W rong Slant 


Another well paid government official has 
expressed dissatisfaction with his salary and 
reiterated the standard line: “That’s one of the 
problems with federal government It’s losing 
the services of a lot of top people because the 
salaries are too low.” 
The speaker is Thomas F. McCormick, public 
printer of the United States, who makes $38,500 a 
year 
We don’t know the exact nature of McCor­ 
mick s job but w ill take his word for it that he 
more than earns his salary. 
However, we do take exception to his con­ 
tention thiil raises in salary bring people into 
government of a correspondingly higher quality 
Were that true, government in the past few 
\e a rs would have fad the best people ever in its 
employ because salaries today are astronomical 
in relation to previous pay levels. 
That being the case, why have there been so 
many cases of abuse in high places in recent 
times ’ Skipping over members of Congress who 
have had all sorts of problems and some of the 
top people in agencies like the FBI, IRS. and 
CIA. we can recall, a Supreme Court justice, a 
vice president and a president who left office 
under less than inspiring circumstances. They 
all made pretty good salaries. What the govern­ 
ment needs in the personnel department is not 
higher salaries but higher standards.

This was necessary, it was held, to protect the 
public, prevent expensive duplication, provide 
better service at lower rates. 
NOW COMES Walter JP e im e a u x Jr. of the 
I niversity of Illinois, working in cooperation 
with the prestigious Brookings Institution The 
ideas are his, not necessarily Brookings. 
As Almarin Phillips puts it, "using a set of 
largely ignored data from communities where 
consumers have a choice between two suppliers, 
Peimeaux compares costs per kilowatt hour in 
cities where there is competition with rates of 
similar companies where ... electric power is a 
monopoly, 
frequently a city-owned monopoly. 
Mis results suggest that competition could 
provide cheaper rates and better service in 
upwards of 3,200 of this nation's 3*600 electric 
power utility systems, more than half of which 
are publicly owned. Though in kilowatt hours 
this would affect little of the nation’s power, it 
would benefit many consumers, make possible 
cutbacks in the work of the nation's electric 
power regulators, freeing this industry to ex­ 
plore innovations and new technology, at a faster 
pace 
Studies of a variety of other industries likewise 
suggest that in the real world competition may 
have a great deal more going for it than many 
econom ists, 
consum er 
advocates 
and 
lawmakers have been willing to admit.

WASHINGTON - Some of 
the money that you generously 
donate to “worthy" charities 
may end up in the pockets of 
promoters or fund raisers. 
So says Sen Walter Mondale 
(D-Minn.) the sponsor of a 
“Truth in Contributions Act” 
designéd to reform the $26 
billion a year charity business. 


M ondale 
introduced 
the 
m easu re 
afte r 
extensive 
hearings by his Children and 
Youth 
Subcom m ittee 
u n ­ 
covered instances where nearly 
all the donations to a charity 
ended up in the promoters' 
pockets; where more than 85 
per cent of a charity's collec­ 
tions were used for fund-raising 
and salaries, and where various 
other abuses were committed. 
The modest goal of Mondale’s 
proposed law: To require that 
at least half of the money 
collected for a charity goes to 
its designated cause. 
NOBODY IS 
certain about 
the number of bogus, or poorly- 


run charities. 
The Senator 
emphasizes that we can take 
pride in the majority of our 
charitable efforts in the past, 
especially those which raised 
funds to combat such afflictions 
as polio and tuberculosis. 
But there is a definite need. 
Mondale 
points 
out, 
to 
“discourage activities which 
are conducted in the name of 
charity but 
which 
have no 
charitable purpose at all.” His 
subcommittee probe resulted in 
some shocking findings, 
in­ 
cluding the following: 
1. The Asthmatic Children's 
Foundation, a charity based in 
Miami Beach, reported raising 
$9.9 million, but spending only 
$900.000, or 14 per cent of the 
total, on asthma victims. Most 
of the balance went for ad­ 
vertising and

raisers’ 
salaries 
2. The National Youth Clubs 
of America, which had a 1974 
income from candy sales in 32 
states of $3.2 million, did not 
Iultill its promises of providing 
scholarships and high salaries 
to inner city youths

D isasters could be 
avoided, opportunities seized 
before the hud. 
BUT TOMORROW’S 
news­ 
paper would only present a 
razor-thin 
forecast. 
Much 
better would he a newspaper 12 
months hence. And for assess­ 
ing our own times what could be 
more valuable than a publica­ 
tion that writes about them two 
centuries in the future with the 
advantage of omniscience, per­ 
spective and alm o st 
total 
recall? 
This, Time magazine has ac­ 
complished with its “July 4. 
1776" issue which w ill tie on the 
newsstands for the next year. 
If Time is pretending that had 
it been in existence 199 years 
ago it would have covered that 
stirring week as this special 
issue does it is guilty of gentle 
fakery. For even if it had been 
endow'ed with modern com­ 
munications and its present 
large and capable staff it would 
have been able to produce noth 
ing resembling this slick and 
entertaining job of recounting 
the significant news ot that dis­ 
tant time. 
Two hundred years of per­ 
spective enabled Time to dis­ 
miss the pygmies who then, as 
now, often occupied stage 
center in transitory news. It en­ 
abled it to zero in on people of 
significance. 
IT IS DOUBTFUL IF a con 
temporary Time could have un­ 
derstood the true importance of 
the fledgling Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, or the outlandish 
su b m ersib le “ T u rtle ’’ that 
scared British sailors in New 
York harbor, or the labors of 
J(»iiah Wedgwood, John Single­ 
ton Copley and Edward Gibbon. 
All these things have stood the 
test (excusing the pun) of time, 
and that’s what Time enjoyed. 
Nor. if Time of 1776 had. in­ 
deed. been published by Ameri­ 
can patriots, would there have 
been a Chinaman’s chance that 
the articles on the characters of 
George III, and the British 
brothers, Adm. Dick and Gen 
Richard 
Howe, 
would 
have 
been so well-balanced. Writers 
in the heat of deadly battle do 
less well. 
BUT THE CHIEF difference 
between contemporary and his­ 
torical journalism is the differ­ 
ence between a man trying to 
judge the heights of the various 
Rocky Mountain peaks from 
the valley of Estes Hark and 
one judging them from a point 
on the prairie 50 miles east of 
Denver.

Steel Price 
Hikes Eyed 
Next Fall 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Industry-wide steel price hikes 
arc expected after September 
w hen steel demand is predicted 
to pick up. Industry Week 
magazine reports. 
The voluntary moratorium on 
steel price stability inspired by 
U.S. Steel Corp., Pittsburgh, 
ended June 30 without any in­ 
dication that Drice hikes would 
toilow immc*diately, the Cleve­ 
land-based magazine says. 
Although steel financial ex­ 
perts argue for price hikes be­ 
cause of low profitability in 
steel production, marketing ex­ 
ecutives leel the time isn’t right 
for a price increase. 
A steel sales executive told 
the magazine that demand for 
24 million to 25 million tons of 
steel in the fourth quarter (a 
33.3 per cent increase over third 
quarter expectations) 
would 
establish a market firm enough 
to withstand price hikes. 
Also, a steel price increase 
probably would elicit a request 
by the White House Council on 
Wage and Price Stability to ex­ 
plain the price boost The coun­ 
cil hits no authority to block 
wage and price increases, hut it 
can ask companies to explain 
actions it believes to he in* 
ilationa ry 
Domestic steel producers still 
fate stilt competition from tor- 
eign producers, the publication 
reports Imported carbon steel 
is reportedly being offered at $2 
to $40 a ton below published 
prices at U.S. mills, the maga­ 
zine savs. 
The dearth ot new orders tor 
steel is reflected once again in 
current raw steel production 
levels, which are at the lowest 
rate in three and a halt years 
The magazine says its price 
composite on No. 1 heavv melt­ 
ing steelmaking scrap is down 
to $59 17 !>er gross ton from the 
preceding week's $(»6. A year 
ago the scrap price was $121 17 
a gross ton

Dear Dr. Lamb — I 
have 
Meckel's diverticulum, high blood 
pressure and an inherited ten­ 
dency to heart trouble. Do you 
have a diet that could be used for 
these conditions? 
I have spoken to many family 
doctors, and they have never 
given me a diet, and if I insist they 
give me an ulcer diet 1 think 1 
need high bulk. My w ife and I like 
organic foods. 
Dear Header — For the benefit 
of others. Meckel s diverticulum 
is a rare birth defect found m 
about u :t to 2.0 per cent of the 
population. 
When you are in the develop­ 
ment stage before birth the in­ 
testinal tract, as well as the 
circulation, is connected to the 
placenta 
The baby develops a 
tube 
that 
will 
later 
be 
the 
digestive tract The end of this 
tube is in the umbilical cord to the 
placenta. This closes oft at birth 
and the end of it is the umbilicus 
we all have. All that is left is a 
rudimentary ligament. 
Sometimes the tube from the 
small intestine to the umbilicus 
does not close completely but 
remains as a pouch. This pouch is 
the Meckel’s diverticulum. 
In 
many people it causes no trouble 
and is an incidental finding 
Because 
it 
often 
contains 
islands ok tissue that are the same 
as the lining of the stomach it may 
develop ulcers, resulting in pain 
and sometimes bleeding. Through 
mechanical factors, it can be 
involved 
m 
twisting 
and 
ob­ 
struction of the intestine. 
Most often if fhe diverticulum 
causes trouble it does so in 
childhood. Only a lew people first 
hnvo trouble with this birth defect 


as adults. 
Usually for the person with no 
symptoms there is no need for a 
special diet. That is why you have 
not been given one. Symptoms 
may be similar to ulcers, so it is 
not surprising that you have been 
given an ulcer diet. 
I do agree, however, that 
adequate amounts of bulk in the 
diet are useful The bulk provides 
"softage" in the diet that retains 
moisture in the food residue and 
promotes good bowel function. 
1'his m turn makes it less likely 
(hat you will have any problems 
from 
your 
diverticulum. 
Incidentally, this rare type of 
diverticulum is not the same thing 
as the common form of pockets of 
the colon seen m so many middle- 
aged and older people.

cereals, particularly v hole wheat 
products

vegetables and whole wheat 
bread promotes more normal and 
rapid movement of food residue 
through the intestines. 
Some think this is an advantage 
by eliminating more cholesterol 
and hih* salts through the in­ 
testine helping to prevent a build 
up of cholesterol in the blood. It 
certainly can't hurt your basic 
problems, and I would recom­ 
mend it to you, 
I doubt that using organic foods 
raised by natural fertilizer will do 
anything more for you than good 
tood raised with chemicals. 
Home-grown foods, regardless of 
the method of providing the same 
nutrients, often taste better 
largely because they are fresh 
and properly ripened as opposed 
to being marketed half green.

D EA R M RS. J.K .—Grids to a 
waffle iron naturally darken with 
age. You might clean the grids 
with a slightly dampened steel 
wool pad to remove that burned- 
on (at. Brush out all loose par­ 
ticles and then reseason. To do 
this apply a small amount of 
I'.N SALTED fat with a pastry 
brush to get in all the crevices.

Guardsman 
On Stand In 
KSU Trial 


C LEVELAND, Ohio (AIM -- 
The sixth of eight Ohio National 
Guardsmen indicted on crimi­ 
nal charges in the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings was 
to take the stand today in the 
civil trial arising out of the in­ 
cident. 
Top on the list of upcoming 
witnesses 
was 
James 
D. 
McGee, a mustachioed carpen­ 
ter from Kavenna. 
The shooting victims and 
their families, who are suing 
for $4(1 million in damages, al­ 
ready have called Mathew 
McManus, 
Jam es 
Pierce, 
Marry Morris, William Perkins 
and Lawrence Shafer. 
Still on the witness list with 
McGee are Leon Smith and 
Italph Zoller 
Last fall, a federal judge or­ 
dered that charges against the 
eight he dropped. The judge 
ruled that the government had 
failed to prove that they mali 
ciouslv had violated the civil 
rights of the victims. 
As the trial entered its eighth 
week, the plaintiffs also were 
expected sometime in the lu- 
ture tocall Gov. James Rhodes, 
former Adj. Gen. Sylvester Del 
Corso, ex-Brig. Gen. Robert 
Canterbury and Col. Charles 
Fassinger. 
Rhodes ordered the troops to 
Kent during a weekend of riot­ 
ing sparked by the U.S. mili­ 
tary incursion into Cambodia. 
On the following Monday, a 13- 
seeond volley of guard gunfire 
left four students dead and nine 
wounded. 
One of the plaintiffs’ lawyers 
said it would be about three 
weeks before they rested their 
ease. 
l ime has begun to weigh on 
the minds of lawyers for both 
sides as well as U.S. District 
Court .Judge Don Young. 
“ Uve been wondering how 
Urn going to discuss some of the 
witnesses in final arguments,” 
said

defending the guardsmen. ‘Am 
? going to say to the jury. ‘Re

“ It’s a factor.” agreed a 
young attorney for the victims 
and their families.

timony even before lawyers can 
get to their feet. 
An apparently 
unspoken 
agreement has developed, al­ 
lowing leading questions to be 
asked on direct examination to 
save time. The questions are 
allowed only in areas where the 
ground has been covered thor­ 
oughly and where the facts 
have not been contested. 
“ After all, it's been seven 
weeks,” the plaintiffs' attorney 
said.
